VISITORS BANQUETED 

Major Coulson Recites War E.\per- 
iences Which .Melt the Audience 

Associated Chambers of Commerce of 
San Gabriel Valley Meeting 

The monthly meeting of the A.sso 
ciated Chambers of Commerce of 
San Gabriel valley was held in the 
Woman’s Club house here Tuesday 
evening after a sumptous baniiuet 
served by the ladies of the club. 

President Mitchell of the Sieri'a 
Madre Board of Trade welcomed the 
visitors in a short extemporaneous 
speech accompanied by his ever pres¬ 
ent and contagious smile. 

President Frank Wheeler of Clare¬ 
mont responded and after the minutes 
of the la.st meeting were read and ap- 
provo<l, intrvKluced .several speakers, 
one after another, who spoke on 
health legislation, agriculture, rail¬ 
road rates and road building. 

Major McReynolds, Deptuy Internal 
Revenue Collector of this district, ex¬ 
plained the complex problems of his 
office in a lucid manner. 

Judge J. Perry Wood, of Pas.adena, 
was not on the official program, but 
when calleil on by the chair, respond¬ 
ed with a funny story, but befoie the 
laughter subsided jumped with his 
whole heart and soul into a vigorous 
support of The League of Nations, 
his talk being responsible for resolu¬ 
tions being pa.ssed and wireil to our 
U. S. Senator emlorsing the League of 
Nations. 

Major J. B. Coulson of Pasadena, 
told of his personal experiences in 
Ffance, in connection with his Red 
Cross work and although he tried to 
.stop several times he was prevented 
by cries of “go on” till the clock 
pointed way past the time for ad¬ 
journment—and his hearers would 
willingly have listened for another 
hour. 

“The huns had .showered hundreds 
of tons of steel on the British and 
French lines constantly advancing, 
until the line bioke at its junction 
throwing the British back on one 
side and the French on the other; de¬ 
spite their stubborn and heroic resi.st- 
ance, leaving a clear road to Paris, 
with no one to interfere. 

The germans were leisurely swag¬ 
gering along toward their goal (Paris) 
making their plans on their home life 
now th.'it the war was practically over 
and every one of the two hundred and 
fifty thousand victorious boches an¬ 
ticipating with glee the orgies, and

I loot, that would be theirs in a short 
time. 

Just at this time Gen. Pershing 
gathered together a little bunch of 
fifty thousand doughboys lined them 
up in front of the un.suspecting huns 
anil told them to stop and turn them 
back. 

The little army had been moved into 
position so rapiilly, almost over night 
that the artillery could not kee)) pace, 
so without wailing for them these 
heros of the First, Second and Third 
Divisions went at the job, advancing 
through a solid sheet of lead and 
steel, from heavy ailillery and ma¬ 
chine guns, company after company 
being destroyed, only to be instantly 
replaced, the living advancing over a 
carpet of their dead comrades, until 
the germans, unable to comprehend 
this new enemy who didn’t know 
when they were licked, but kept ad¬ 
vancing, when by all rules of nar, 
they should surrender, took to their 
heels and fled, leaving guns, ammuni¬ 
tion, stores, etc., in their haste to get 
away. 

“When this occured, the accepted 
method would have been to ‘dig in’ 
and rest till morning and then repel 
a counter attack, but the green, raw, 
righting doughboys in their lirst bat¬ 
tle, did not know the rules of the 
game, so they just kept going in 
spite of the frantic orders of the 
French officers in supreme command. 
One captain exprc.s.sed the .sentiment 
of all when he was ordered to ‘hall 
, for rest’ when he sent back word,’ halt 
hell, we’re going to Berlin.’ ” 

And that’s how Paris was saved 
and the tide of battle turned-—the be¬ 
ginning of the end—and OUR BOWS 
did it. That they lost over one-half of 
their gallant men (our boys) is not 
a iiart of this story, but to the glory 
of America forever, there was not a 
yellow .streak in the whole bunch, not 
one looked back, not one thought of 
ijuitting till the job was completed, 
though the work was accomiilished 
with heart-breaking fatigue, iiarched 
mouths, and empty stomach.s. 

This is only one of the little stor¬ 
ies Major Coulson of Pasadena, told 
and he told them with an earnest¬ 
ness and feeling that brought tears 
to many eyes, and a sob or two was 
audible. 

We wish every man and woman in 
Sierra Madre could have heard his 
(Inscription of army life, and jiarti- 
cularly the Rod Cro.ss work with 
which he was connected. 

If the whole town had been pre-sent 
the Liberty Hall Memorial for OUlt 
BOYS might easily have been financ¬ 
ed on the spot. After listening to his 
impassioned words about “our heroc's 
every one” the slacker-objector must 
have changed his views and contribut¬ 
ed money and labor toward erecting a 
substantial testimonial for OUR 
BOYS who prevented “hun kulture” 
and “hun rule” from invading Sierra 
Madre. 

And the banquet: It was with great 
local and in many ca.ses jiersonal 
pride that the Sierra Madre members 
listened to the compliments of his 
visiting neighbors uiion the food and 
seivice so bountifully and daintly 
served by the Woman’s Club. The 
writer’s immediate neighbor, Mr. Har¬ 
ris, a “city dad” from Arcadia asked 
“Are all of your handsome and talent¬ 
ed women here tonight?” We assur¬ 
ed him that only a small proportion 
were pre.sent as that’s the only kind
